anas to the patriotic youth. He advised ?A3 to infiltrate the 
local Komsomol by entering it with his group, because HZT.I3 had 
heard that members of Komsomol '.dll receive arms and that the 
resistance movement needs the arms. PAD and ’several muibers of his 
group had become members of the Komsomol. 

PAIS had been arrested in December, 19*40 at Mflisakflla, while returning •
